There is an 
average of 10 new members 
passed upon every meeting, and 
the total membership is away 
over fifty now. 

The members of the Credit 
Union know that it is there to 
help them build up there own 
resources, to teach them to 
handle their own aftairs and to 
help serve each other. They 
know that the Credit Union is 
not for profit, or charity, but for 
service.

If they are in any way 
“stuck” on how to make theii 
deposit slips the man at the 
desk will show them. They know 
that they do not need a great 
deal of money to make a de¬ 
posit. Anything they can spare. 
They know if they put in 50c a 
pay instead of spending it on 
cigarettes, or pop, that by the 
end of this year they will have 
have saved seven dollars, and 
also have interest payed on it. 
They also know that their 
money is in safe keeping, be¬ 
cause each member handling 
money is bonded, they know 
that it cannot be speculated un¬ 
less it is in a way that is in ac¬ 
cordance with the provincial by¬ 
laws. They know that they can 
withdraw it at anytime, and if 
they want a loan they do not 
have to go through a lot of red 
tape. They know their officers 
because they themselves have 
elected them.

A bitingly cold wind and the 
holiday weekend combined^Ap 
restrict attendance at SunMy 
afternoon’s meeting in the Roxy 
Theatre, Coleman, to a mere 
handful of adults and a sprink¬ 
ling of children. Members of the 
Coleman Lions club who spon¬ 
sored the meeting in connection 
with their Cancer campaign, 
.were frankly disappointed at 
the poor turnout. 

The scheduled speakers, E. H 
Shackleford and T. H. Caudwell, 
of Lethbridge were both on 
hand but local officials confined 
the activities to the showing of 
films. Sgt. Murray of the R.C. 
M. P. detachment, Blairmore, 
had brought along a fine selec¬ 
tion of National Film Board’s 
latest releases and these were 
shown as well as two shorts in 
connection with cancer. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy, who 
presided over the curtailed af¬ 
fair, tendered his apologies to 
the speakers but assured them 
the small turnout was no indi¬ 
cation of the community’s re¬ 
action to the necessity of such a 
vital cause.

An Explanation 
Re Hospital 
Membership 

There appears to be some mis¬ 
understanding among the Pass 
public regarding membership in 
the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital and this article is writ¬ 
ten with a view to clearing the 
matter up. 

One point which apparently 
is not clear is the meaning of a 
ratepayer. A ratepayer is a pro¬ 
perty owner. Thus a ratepayer 
or, if you wish, a property own¬ 
er does not need to worry over 
his hospital dues as they are in¬ 
cluded in his taxes levied by his 
council, or the Department of 
Municipal Affairs should he live 
outside an incorporated area 
such as Coleman, Blairmore or 
Frank. 

A non-ratepayer means one 
who DOES NOT own property. 

It is he who must secure a mem¬ 
bership card from the hospital 
should he desire* to protect he 
and his family with hospital 
coverage. Membership costs $15 
and this fee covers the husband, 
wife and dependent children 
until December 31/49. Single 
persons who are not property 
owners pay the same fee. 

Purchase of a membership 
card^cWes the holder the same 
hospital privileges as a ratepay¬ 
er. In other words they are elig¬ 
ible for $1 per day public ward 
service, $2.50 per day semi-pri¬ 
vate ward service and $4 per 
day private ward service. In ad¬ 
dition they receive 35% rebates 
on all operations, X-ray service, 
etc. 

The Hospital Board has ex¬ 
tended the membership dead¬ 
line from May 11 to May 18 to 
permit non-property owners the 
advantage of another pay day. 
After that date those non-rate¬ 
payers who have failed to take 
out membership and who re¬ 
quire the services of the hospital 
will be charged full rates, those 
being $4.75 for public ward ser¬ 
vice, $7.50 for semi-private and 
$10 for private ward service. In 
addition they will be charged 
the full $14 for use of the major 
operating room and $7 for the 
minor operating room. X-rays 
will be charged in full along 
with all other services received 
by them while a patient. 

If in doubt regrading any 
point pertaining to the hospital 
and the services it renders do 
not listen to idle gossip. Phone 
or write the Municipal hospital 
secretary.

OTTAWA.—Canadian farmers 
hit the jackpot in 1948. Their 
rust income in that year, the 
Btireau of Statistics reports to¬ 
talled $1,693,315,000, the high¬ 
est record since the publication 
of comparable figures began in 
1938. 

The 1947 total was 51,234,909,000 
and in. 1946 it was $1,161,395,000. 

Farm cash income from the sale 
of farm products also hit ,an all-time 
high at $2,449,865,000 last year 
against $1,962,276,000 in 1947. The 
value of home-consumed farm pro¬ 
duce also increased. 

Farm operating expenses continued 
their upward climb. From $968,372,- 
000 in 1947, they increased to $1,- 
083,556,000. The most significant in¬ 
crease occurred in livestock feeds, 
which rose by approximately $45,- 
000,000. 

With the exception of British Col¬ 
umbia, all of the 1948 provincial net 
incomes were larger than In 1947, 
while compared with 1946, net in¬ 
comes were lower in Nova Scotia 
and British Columbia. Greatest abso¬ 
lute gain in net income last year as 
compared with 1947 occurred in 
Saskatchewan. 

In western provinces, the 1948 net 
income follows, with 1947 totals in 
brackets; 

Manitoba $186,000,000 ($114,600,- 
000); Saskatchewan $380,700,000 
($259,900,000); Alberta $£97,600,000 
($209,100,000); British Columbia

WINNIPEG. — Conservation, im¬ 
proved accommodation and preserva¬ 
tion of historical sites rire essential 
to the maintenance of Manitoba’s 
tourist industry, R. E. Grose, pro¬ 
vincial government director of indus¬ 
try and commerce, told the Sales and 
Advertising club at a luncheon. 

Americans spent nearly $13,000,000 
in Manitoba last year, Mr. Grose 
said. About 78 per cent, of them 
came from Minnesota, Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and the Da¬ 
kotas.

Measure into bowl, l A cup luke¬ 
warm water, 1 teaspoon granu¬ 
lated sugar; stir until sugar is 
dissolved.
